SPECIAL SERVICES MEMORANDUM - 190 
SUBJECT: Farm Machinery Produced for Non-farm Use 


Numerous reports have been received recently regarding availability of non~ 
farm tractors and other equipment in the hands of dealers or distributors which 
cannot be sold for farm use. 


The amount of machinery produced for non-farm use is relatively small as com- 
- pared to the farm machinery produced for farm use. During the current production 
year the non-farm quota of farm-type wheel tractors is about 3.7 percent of the 
total number of farm tractors being produced for domestic use and export and about 
5.3 percent of the farm tractors scheduled for sale in this country. 


The War Food Administration has no responsibility for the production or 
distribution of L-257 equipment manufactured for non-farm use. However, if manu- 
facturers find that the number of units scheduled for non-farm use is excessive, 
they may request authority of the War Production Board to transfer such equipment 
to their farm quotas with assurance that the War Food Administration would concur 
in such request. 


The manufacturers havé been advised of the procedure whereby they may re- 
quest authority of the War Production Board to transfer non-farm equipment to 
their farm quotas. However, it is probable that some dealers and distributors are 
not familiar with this procedure. If definite information is received regarding 
non-farm equipment in a dealer's or distributor's stock, for which there is no non- 
farm demand, or which is not in stock as a’replacement for an implement gold on 
an AA-4+ rating, please furnish us with the following information:

SUBJECT: CERTIFICATION PROCEDURE FOR 194.5 
CANNING VEGETABLE PROGRAM 


By this’ supplement additional vegetables are included in the canning vegetable 
program, and certification of canners of these vegetables is provided under 
slightly different standards than those set forth in Special Services Memorandum - 
Hob. 


The vegetables for canning covered by this supplement are asparagus, lima beans, 
beets, carrots, pumpkin, squash, spinach, and cabbage for kraut. 


In considering canner applications for certification for the above named vege- 
tables under this supplement, the specific paragraphs of Special Services Memo- 
randum - 185 designated below should be changed, only in the case of these minor 
vegetables, to read as follows: 


B. 3. (b) "as to whether size of the proposed pack for 1945 
is considered to be consistent with the acreage of designated 
vegetable which the canner proposes to contract." 


CGC. 3. (third sentence) "Indicate date of receipt; review appli- 
cation and proposed 1945 contract to see that information is 
complete, that canner's intention to contract is consistent 


with the size of pack which he proposes; recommend approval 
Sa Pee a De oe " 


D. 2. (b) ‘Determine whether the acreage which he intends to 
contract is consistent with his proposed pack.!! 


You will note that in each above instance the effect is to eliminate the need 
for.the State or county committee to use certification as a means of influencing 
the approximate size of each canner's pack, 


Minimum prices at which contracts are. to be written by a canner in order to be 
eligible for certification under this supplement are given in press release 
dated March 27, 1945, entitled "Grower Prices of Vegetables for Canning in 1945." 


In all other respects the procedure for certification in connection with these 
vegetables is identical with that contained in Special Services Memorandum - 185.
